The subject of this discourse was a 
child of the frontier. Amidst hard.

Tt is known to you that while such a 
life is favorable to physical and man- 
ly developement, it is not so favora 
ble to the diltivation of religious sen- 
timénts. Yet as a pure, devoted 
christian, David Dickey would com- 
pate favorably with the most favored 
child of civilization. . 

In his intercourse with his neigh- 
bors, Mr. Dickey was always kind, 
courteous, prompt and punctual; when 
you had his word, his bond was use. 
less: 

You have frequently heard it re- 
marked that .the population of this 
Territory for intelligence, refinement 
and integrity, compares favorably if 
it does not surpass the population of 
any other sectiion of this great coun- 
try. The last year of his life David 
Dickey passed in daily intercourse 
with our people; he was judged, and 
that verdict should_go down to the la- 
test posterity—should be written up- 
on his tombstone—a kind neighbor, 
a pure christian, and an honest man
